KILLING OF 


JOE PETE 


The Outlaw Passes in His 


Checks and Is a Good 


Indian Now. 


Joe Pete,' the Indian outlaw of Doug- • 


las—the red skinned terror—who has 
.evaded posses, defied law and terrified 
his own tribe, has at last fallen- vic- 
tim to the. promttive code of Indian 
"warfare—an 'eye for an eye and a tooth • 
for a tooth; 
' 


'H« is dead. Shot to'his death by one 


of his own tribe, his brother, not as 
the avenger. of justice, hut a victim 
to the crude simplicity and strange loy- 


j alty of his own kin. 
• 


Joe Pete is the Indian, who late in 


1889 shot and killed Willie Dangberg, . 
at Dangtrerg ranch. 
Many attempts 


wene made to get him and none suc- 
ceeded. Finally he was caught, tried, 
convicted, sentenced and again es- 
caped . 


A few days since he killed his fath- 


er-ln-laiw Traps, decoys and ambus- 
cades Were prepared and had not his 
own brother, to prevent him from fall- 
ing Into the hands of the whites, killed 
him a? was. about to place himself in/ 
the hands of his friends ;ln ambuscade. 
He would have died at the law's com- 
mand. 


His instinct was killing. 
His pas- 


sion was blood. His delight was death; 
and as an outlaw he lived in the woods 
and defied the customs of his tribe and 
the laws of our government. . 


It is a pity that around his villain- 


ous neck the tightened hemp of justice 
could not have strangled him. 


The Indians dread the disgrace of 


the white man's method cf death, and' 
this very humiliation is in Itself keen' 
humiliation that sends freezing .daath 
Into their veins. 
But he died as his 


tribe would have him die. 


Willie Dangberg, loved and known 


In his home, respected in the beautiful 
valley In which he was reared; fell 
a victim and the swift retribution of the 
death of this savage, while satisfac- 
tory to his friends, brings neither sol- 
ace to the wounded hearts of his fam- 
ily nor balm to the pains of his part- 
ing. It brings not back the manyly voice 
stilled in death; it cannot reproduce the 
fluali of health in youthful cheek, nor 
the light of his laughing eye. These 
are eone forever. 


Joe Pete Is dead and his killing was 


well done. 
A sad tragedy Is recalled, 


'but justice bides her time and flashes 
out'In the clear sky, like lightning in 
swiftness, and it came to JOB Pete as 
it comes at last to a;l ;n some form 
best known to the mysterious ways 
we little ken.
